It  has  been  my  aim  to  include  coins  that  will  interest 
the  greater  number  of  Collectors,  and  my  regret  is  that  I 
have  to  confine  it  to  one  night.  The  material  is  of  fine 
quality,  and  I trust  those  attending  will  find  items  of 
interest.
